Huronia Symphony Orchestra 
will perform Innisfil

This week marked an important new partner¬ 
ship between the Huronia Symphony Orchestra 
(HSO) and Innisfil. 

For over 47 years the HSO has been thrilling 
audiences with the wonderful sounds of orches¬ 
tral music.! Now, under the leadership of board 
president fohn Hemsted, an energetic board of 
directors, a new image, and a new strategic 
approach to expanding audiences, they have 
turned their sites on performing in Innisfil for the 
first time. 

The proposed venue for at least one concert 
starting in 2015 will be at the Innisfil Community 
Church. 

Members of the HSO met with Pastor Howard 
Courtney and Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson for a 
site visit that exceeded expectations. 

"For Innisfil, a key component for a thriving 
community is placing emphasis on the arts," 
Davidson said. "The HSO promises to deliver an 
exciting new infusion that blends art, culture and 
heritage". 

The symphony has up to 60 members so a thor¬ 
ough assessment of the stage area was needed. 
Sound quality was also put to the test, along with 
a tour of the remaining facilities, some of which 
will become 'green-rooms' pre and post-perfor¬ 
mances. 

The assessment was carried out primarily by 
the HSO's most esteemed member musical direc¬ 
tor and conductor, Oliver Balaburski, who gave 
the Innisfil Community Church site an overall two 
thumbs up. 

Colin Wilson, vice-president of the HSO board 
of directors, couldn't be more pleased at the out¬ 
come of today's meeting. Wilson, who also sits on 
the Innisfil Arts, Culture and Heritage Council 
considers, "the move to bring the HSO to Innisfil 
as just one more hallmark reason to choose Innis¬ 
fil as the place to be, live and do business".

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How Should You Take Title? 

If you are purchasing property now or any time in the 
future, one of the things you will need to consider is 
how you will take title to the property. If you are the sole 
purchaser, then obviously the property will be registered 
in your sole name. But what if you are taking title with 
someone else, like a family member? 

There are two options available when title is being 
transferred to more than one transferee. 

Joint Tenants 

• Each JT holds a common / undivided interest in the 
property. 

• Each JT has an identical and equal portion of the 
property and equal rights to the entire property. 

• Survivorship principle applies - this means a JT’s 
interest automatically passes on death to the other 
JTs. When the last JT remains, he holds the property 
solely. 

• The last remaining JT is free to sell the property, Will it 
to anyone, or otherwise dispose of it. 

• Most common way of taking title for couples who are 
purchasing a matrimonial home and other property 
together (cottage). 

• Tax advantages - a Joint Tenancy may have the 
advantage of reducing estate taxes, probate fees 
or land transfer taxes, as the property automatically 
passes to the survivor(s) on the death of one JT. 

• All JTs have to agree to sell the property or otherwise 
dispose of it. 

• NOTE: with the exception of the matrimonial home, 
a JT can apply to have the Joint Tenancy severed, 
thereby creating a Tenancy in Common 

Tenants in Common 

• Each T/C holds a divisible share in the property, which 
is represented as a percentage of the interest in the 
property. 

• Ts/C can hold unequal shares or differing percentages 
eg: (50/50) (33/33/33); (25/25/10/40) or any other 
split depending on how many Ts/C and their respective 
interests. 

• A T/C can sell, mortgage, Will, or otherwise dispose 
of his divisible share without the consent of the other 
Ts/C. 

• If one T/C dies his interest does not pass to the other 
Ts/C, but to his Beneficiary under his Will or to his 
estate. 

• Even if owners own unequal shares, all owners have 
the right to occupy and use all of the property. 

• A T/C can apply to the court to ‘partition’ the property, 
or sell the entire property and distribute the net 
proceeds of sale proportionately. 

• A T/C arrangement is ideal for purchasing property 
with someone for investment purposes, or where there 
is an uneven amount of money from each person to go 
towards the purchase of the property. 

If you will be taking title with someone else, be sure to 
review and discuss the options, before deciding which 
option is better for you in light of all the circumstances.

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Deb Matthews 
awarded for 
failure 

P remier Kathleen Wynne Tuesday promoted Deb 
Matthews, who presided over the health ministry 
during much of the Ornge scandal, to the most 
important financial post in her new cabinet. 

It was a classic example of political incompetence 
being rewarded because of personal loyalty to the leader. 

Matthews sacrificed her own ambitions to become pre¬ 
mier to declare early for Wynne in the Liberal leadership 
race that replaced Dalton McGuinty. 

Matthews was rewarded with the high-profile posts of 
deputy premier and co-chair of the 2014 Liberal election 
campaign. Now, following Wynne's majority government 
victory fune 12, she's appointed Matthews as chair of 
Treasury Board with greatly expanded powers. 

Wynne is handing the all-important job of negotiating 
new public sector labour contracts to Matthews, in the 
context of her soon-to-be introduced Liberal budget, 
which Wynne says contains no provision for salary 
increases. 

By appointing Matthews, her staunchest political ally 
to this task, Wynne hopes to send out the message she's 
serious about getting the province's finances under con¬ 
trol, which the Liberals messed up in the first place. 

This despite the big IOUs Wynne owes these unions for 
spending millions of dollars on anti-Tory (and thus pro- 
Liberal) attack ads during the election. 

We hope Matthews accomplishes the task she's been 
given, since it will be key to delivering Wynne's promise 
to eliminate Ontario's current $12.5 billion deficit by 
2017-2018. The problem is Matthews appeared to be 
locked in the bathroom for most of the Ornge air ambu¬ 
lance scandal as hundreds of millions of tax dollars were 
wasted — prompting an ongoing OPP investigation. In 
addition, up to 12 deaths have been linked to Ornge. 

As for the rest of Wynne's appointments, they were typ¬ 
ical of a government that has just won a majority. 

No one was booted from Wynne's pre-election cabinet 
and a couple of cabinet rookies were appointed to key 
positions. 

Scarborough-Guildwood MPP Mitzi Hunter becomes 
associate finance minister responsible for delivering on 
Wynne's promise to create a mandatory Ontario pension 
plan by 2017. 

Vaughan MPP Steven Del Duca becomes transporta¬ 
tion minister, responsible for delivering the $29 billion 
transit and transportation infrastructure program Wynne 
promised before the election. 

We wish them luck. They'll need it.

Vibrant agri-food sector hinges 
on farmland preservation

or Ontario farmers - and Ontari¬ 
ans who rely on local food - farm¬ 
land is our greatest and most 
important resource. But despite the 
vast and diverse area of land that 
makes up Canada's second-largest 
province, less than 5% of it is suitable 
for food production. And once farm¬ 
land is gone, it's never coming back. 

Ontario's soils are classified based 
on their ability to grow crops. While 
there are seven classifications, Class 1 
through 7 - but only Class 1 through 4 
are capable of supporting crop produc¬ 
tion. Class 1 is the most productive soil 
and not typical of the majority of 
Ontario farmland. Classes 2-4 are less 
productive in descending order, but 
still capable of producing food, fibre 
and fuel. 

But here's the problem: with growing 
urban centres and the need for more 
urban development, Ontario is losing 
more than 350 acres of farmland every 
day. If this loss rate continues, Ontario

farmers will be unable to meet the 
growing demand for food in Canada 
and around the world. 

And as a non-renewable resource, 
productive farm land will be lost for¬ 
ever. 

That's why the Ontario Federation of 
Agriculture (OFA) is calling for the pro¬ 
tection of Class 1, 2, 3 and 4 - the land 
that supports most agricultural activ¬ 
ity. The OFA is also calling on govern¬ 
ment to protect a farmer's ability to 
farm when urban expansion and 
aggregate extraction are occurring on 
or next to a farm. The OFA has made 
clear recommendations to the Ontario 
government on land conservation - 
including the Niagara Escarpment 
Plan, the Oak Ridges Moraine Conser¬ 
vation Plan and the Greenbelt Plan. 

It's all part of OFA's farmland preser¬ 
vation and land use policy, as outlined 
at www.ofa.on.ca. 

To help raise awareness about issues 
like farmland preservation, OFA has 
launched a series of online videos. 
OFA's most recent video provides back¬ 
ground information about land use 


issues, and explains specifically what 
OFA is asking of its provincial govern¬ 
ment to help preserve farmland. 

As Ontario farmers, we have a signif¬ 
icant interest in ensuring public policy 
does not destroy our most valuable 
resource. 

We look forward to working with the 
newly-elected majority Liberal govern¬ 
ment to expand the definition of prime 
agricultural land, and put measures in 
place that protect farmland. 

We can't operate prosperous and 
sustainable farms without adequate 
land. 

OFA has a proud history of working 
with like-minded organizations on 
research, education and policy devel¬ 
opment to further strengthen and pro¬ 
tect Ontario farmland. 

Without the preservation of farm¬ 
land and water resources, Ontario's 
growth and sustainability is in jeop¬ 
ardy.

Clean electricity system needed 


Ontario needs to continue with its 
investment in a clean electricity system 
that will provide us with much-needed 
flexibility to align our electricity supply 
needs with changing economic and envi¬ 
ronmental circumstances. 

Wind energy is cheaper than new 
nuclear power and cost-competitive with 
new hydroelectric development. 

It isn't subject to the risks of rising 
costs that natural gas faces as a result of 
fuel price variability and a potential 
future price on carbon emissions to 


address climate change. 

Wind energy is also recognized as one 
of the safest and most environmentally 
friendly forms of new electricity genera¬ 
tion. 

It is vital for Ontarians to understand, 
as confirmed by Power Advisory LLC , 
that wind energy accounted for only 5% 
of the increase in Ontario's electricity 
bills between 2009 and 2012, and is not a 
key driver of rising electricity bills. 

The bulk of rising rates is a result of 
necessary upgrades to power generation 


plants and transmission systems. 

Any political party that advocates a 
shift away from wind energy has yet to 
demonstrate how their proposals will 
address the challenges of providing what 
Ontarians want: clean, affordable, safe 
new electricity supply.

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Refurbished Rotary Club of Innisfil train back on track

The Rotary Club of Innisfil 
unveiled its newly refurbished 
Rotary train at the club's annual 
Family Fun Day on Saturday and a 
long list of supporters and contrib¬ 
utors were recognized. 

First and foremost on the list 
were Barrie Rotarians John Barn- 
ford and Andrew O'Connor Fenton, 
whose company, Stainless Outfitter, 
first fabricated the Candy Cane 
Express and donated the train to 
the newly-formed Innisfil club in 
2010 . 

Since that initial donation, the 
train has become a symbol of the 
Innisfil Rotary Club's community 
participation, brought out for spe¬ 
cial events, festivals and parades. 

But there's no denying that, by 
the time of the 2013 Innisfil Santa 
Claus Parade in Alcona, the train 
was looking tired and drab, and had 
maintenance issues. 

That's when new Rotarian 
Richard Ratte entered the picture. 

For 29 years, Ratte worked in the 
poultry sector, as vice-president of 
production and operations for But- 
terball Turkeys. "Through that 
whole career, it was just plant proj¬ 


ect after plant project - getting it all 
together, sweating through all the 
details, wondering if it would all 
come together, and then on open¬ 
ing day it was just a wonderful 
experience," he says. 

It was something he was good at, 
and something he enjoyed - so 
being asked to take on the refur¬ 
bishment of the train was right up 
his alley, if on a smaller scale. 

He applied the same principles, 
the same logistics to the train proj¬ 
ect, beginning by bringing on board 
as many helpers and experts as he 
could, to ensure that the job was 
done right and on time, before the 
June 21 Fun Day. 

Fellow Rotarians made up a work 
crew that stripped the train down to 
its metal frame, sanded, repaired 
welds, repainted, replaced the ply¬ 
wood and ensured the structure 
was sound . The team included 
Harry Jones - who also found a bell 
for the train; Jeff Hellings; Barry 
Rutledge, A1 Gilchrist, Brian 
Geddes, Rick Ellesmere, Janet and 
Ken Morozuk, Warren Baguley, and 
Jason Reynar. 

Doug Weber was "a lifesaver for 
me," said Ratte. "All the mechanical 
stuff I couldn't do, he did for me" - 
and found a train whistle down in 


Florida, shipping it north in time for 
the opening. 

Beverly Tire & Auto in Barrie 
donated the new tires and rims, 
Decorator's Edge Benjamin Moore 
Paints in Bradford donated hun¬ 
dreds of dollars in paint, Mario 
Trepani of Mario Design in Barrie 
made the reflective Rotary logos to 
decorate the train, and personal 
friend, artist Carol Hill, designed a 
classic color scheme, of red, black 


and gold, and with the help of 
"apprentice" Cheryl Ratte, painted 
the train - including 480 hand- 
painted "rivets" to add character. 

In all, the effort took 1,700 hours 
of volunteer labour - but judging by 
the delighted looks on the faces of 
the children and their parents who 
lined up to ride the No. 83360 train, 
it was worth it all. 

(The number, painted on the 
engine, is the number of the Innisfil 
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From the red and white Candy Cane 
Express, to the classic look of 
Engine #83360, the Rotary Club of 
Innisfil has completely refurbished 
and repainted their train and pro¬ 
vided rides at the Rotary Family Fun 
Day on Saturday.

"The best part, is we had fun," 
says Ratte. "We're very proud of it." 

On June 21, at the Innisfil Recre¬ 
ation Complex, Innisfil Mayor Barb 
Baguley - also a Rotarian - helped 
cut the ribbon, to relaunch the 
refurbished train, joined by dozens 
of club members. "Four years ago, 
somebody said Rotary would never 
survive in Innisfil - and look at this!" 
she said. 


Parking spots at Innisfil Beach 
Park set aside for residents

Residents of Innisfil will have their 
own parking lot at Innisfil Beach Park, 
and woe to any outsider who parks in 
Lot B, from June 28 to Sept. 28. 

Vehicles without a resident's tag on 
display, parked in one of the 71 spaces 
adjacent to the Concession Stand, will 
be towed. 

The decision to approve residents- 
only parking at Innisfil Beach Park on 
Lake Simcoe grew out of complaints 
that the park is so crowded during the 
summer months that it is impossible for 
the taxpayers who built the facility to 
find a parking space. 

Mayor Barb Baguley first brought for¬ 
ward the motion, asking staff to look at 
the logistics of a residents only parking 
area. The report was presented on June 
18 along with a price tag: $1,000 for new 
signage explaining that the lot is for Inn¬ 
isfil residents only, and $7,680 to hire 
security and patrol the lot turn away 
non-residents. 

"I'm satisfied it's a good move for the 
residents of Innisfil," said Baguley. But 
several councillors were concerned 
about the increase to the budget. 

Coun. Doug Lougheed objected to 
spending nearly $8,000 to hire someone 
"to sit at the entrance to 71 spaces." He 
suggested that it would only take exist¬ 
ing staff "5 minutes to see who doesn't 
and who has a resident's tag." 


Mel Milanovic, superintendent of 
parks and facilities, pointed out that the 
department has only three staff in the 
park on a weekend who may be dealing 
with 3,000 visitors per day. 

"They're limited in the duties they can 
do," he told council. "They find it very 
difficult to go around and check parking 
tags." Director of legal services Jason 
Reynar also pointed out that the munic¬ 
ipality has only two by-law enforcement 
officers on weekends for the entire 
municipality. They carry out a sweep of 
the park two times a day. 

And since the designation of the lot 
for residents only represents a change in 
the rules, it was suggested that it would 
be advisable to have someone in 
authority on hand to explain the new 
situation to visitors, instead of towing 
the vehicles of visiting families. 

Lougheed was still opposed. "We 
don't put guards out at any other area 
that is problematic," he said. "I think the 
signs are going to be good enough." 

Coun. Richard Simpson was also 
opposed. "Obviously there are some 
issues," he said, noting cost of signage, 
supervision and lost revenues which 
could bring the total cost to $34,000. "I 
can't support this." 

In a recorded vote, council voted 6 to 
2 in favour of establishing the residents 
only lot, and paying the money for sig¬ 
nage and a security guard. 

The residents only parking lot will be 
up and running by June 28.

Innisfil Hydro not only 
brought along informa¬ 
tion on energy conserva¬ 
tion, but a 'gyroscope' that 
saw kids and adults lined 
up for a ride. 

Pasta Plus Restaurant 
held its 2nd annual 
Spaghetti Eating Competi¬ 
tion, raising funds for the 
YMCA's Strong Kids Cam¬ 
paign, which ensures that 
all kids have an opportu¬ 
nity to participate in 
YMCA Programs.

Sleep well and live long

A good night's sleep is a vital 
part of maintaining good health. 
The amount of sleep that we 
require depends on few different 
things such as weather you work 
during the day and sleep at night 
or work at night and sleep during 
the day or whether you are physi¬ 
cally active or not less active 
during your waking hours. 

There are a number of factors 
that determine how much sleep 
you should be getting but your 
age is definitely the most impor¬ 
tant factor. Infants require twice 
as much sleep as an adult and 
usually sleep about 16 hours a 
day. Pre-schoolers up to pre- 
teens generally need 10-11 hours 
and by the time the teenage years 
roll around about 9 hours will do. 
Eight hours a night is what is rec¬ 
ommended for adults. 

Research shows that about 1 in 
3 Canadian adults experience 
some form of insomnia. Some 
individuals find it hard to fall 
asleep while others have no prob¬ 
lem falling asleep but tend to 
wake up many times during the 
night. 

Research also shows that low 
levels of a hormone called mela¬ 
tonin directly affect sleep pat¬ 
terns. Melatonin is a hormone 
secreted by the pineal gland in 
the brain. This hormone helps to 
regulate other hormones which 


all help to regulate the body's cir¬ 
cadian rhythm. The circadian 
rhythm is your body's "internal 
clock" that plays a crucial role in 
when we fall asleep and when we 
wake up. Studies indicate that as 
we age melatonin levels decrease 
which may explain why as we age 
we tend to sleep less. 

Other studies conclude that 
melatonin supplements may help 
people with disrupted circadian 
rhythms such as people that work 
shift work and those with low 
melatonin levels to sleep better. 
It may assist in reducing the time 
it takes to fall asleep, increasing 
the number of sleeping hours, 
and boosting daytime alertness. 

Other studies suggest that low 
melatonin levels are related to 
other health conditions such as 
breast and prostate cancer and 
that using a melatonin supple¬ 
ment may be beneficial in treat¬ 
ing irritable bowel syndrome, 
reducing the frequency of 
seizures from epilepsy and some 
symptoms of menopause.

Feral cat 
population 
dwindling

The Town of Innisfil's 
Trap/Neuter/Release pro¬ 
gram for feral cats is already 
having some success, and an 
impact on the number of 
breeding animals in the wild. 

By early June, Sherri Hall, 
of the town's animal control 
department, estimated that 
about 50% to 60% of the feral, 
wild-breeding cats living in 
three colonies in Innisfil have 
been trapped, neutered or 
spayed before being released 
back into the wild or adopted 
out. 

Unfortunately, the pilot 
project was a little delayed 
getting off the ground, with 
the result that the volunteers 
launching the program have 
had to deal with many more 
litters of kittens than 
expected, although this will 
hopefully be the last year that 
the colonies in Sandycove, 
Belle Ewart and Cookstown 
will have new litters. 

The kittens born or 
trapped this year are being 
treated by the participating 
veterinarians, and fostered 
out for eventual adoption. 

The Alcona Veterinary 
Clinic is one of three vets 
participating in the program. 

The clinic, located at 1070 
Innisfil Beach Rd., is rela¬ 
tively small, but has set aside 
a small recovery room for the 
feral cats brought in for sur¬ 
gery. The isolation room is at 
the back of the clinic, far 
from barking dogs and far 
from clients' pets. 

"Generally, we have the 
cats overnight," if they are 
females, notes veterinary 
technician Lynsay Durbano. 
The males, on the other 
hand, are generally released 
on the same day as their neu¬ 
tering because they don't 
take well to being caged, or 
near humans. 

"They're generally very 
wild," Durbano says. "The 
program is actually going 
very smoothly. Nobody's 
gotten hurt: cats or people." 

Up to 10 cats a week have 


been brought in, although 
the numbers have dropped 
in recent weeks. "They're get¬ 
ting too smart for the traps," 
says Dr. Paquette, noting that 
most of the animals brought 
in have been in surprisingly 
good shape. 

Their 'personalities' vary, 
he adds. 

"Some of them you can't 
touch, some are very 
friendly," she says. The 
friendly ones are probably 
pets, dumped in the wild by 
an owner no longer willing to 
care for their animal. But 
most are wild animals. 

The cats are spayed or 
neutered, vaccinated for 
common diseases, hydrated 
and then their ears are 
notched, so that the volun¬ 
teers will know at a glance 
that the animal has already 
been trapped and treated as 
part of the program. 

Over in Cookstown, there 
was a twist on the program: 
the known colony of cats has 
moved, and took a little while 
to track down. The Cook¬ 
stown Animal Clinic recently 
signed on to the pilot project, 
and so far, has provided sur¬ 
gery for 10 adult cats. 

The biggest challenge has 
been trapping the wary 
felines, says Lee Naylor, 
receptionist at the Clinic, 
located at 17 Queen St. 

She supports the concept 
of releasing the feral cats 
back into the wild. "When 
you spay or neuter and 
release them, it seems to 
keep the other cats from 
coming around," successfully 
leading to a reduction in cat 
numbers. 

The Trap/Neuter/Release 
pilot project is a "one shot 
deal," notes Hall. If the suc¬ 
cess is going to continue, "we 
have to build a Community 
TNR Program," she says - 
with volunteers willing to 
form a committee, and 
fundraise to cover the costs 
of spaying and neutering, as 
new cats and colonies are 
found.

Residents of Innisfil will have 
their own parking lot at Innisfil 
Beach Park, and woe to any out¬ 
sider who parks in Lot B, from 
June 28 to Sept. 28. 

Vehicles without a resident's 
tag on display, parked in one of 
the 71 spaces adjacent to the 
Concession Stand, will be towed. 

The decision to approve resi- 
dents-only parking at Innisfil 
Beach Park on Lake Simcoe grew 
out of complaints that the park is 
so crowded during the summer 
months that it is impossible for 
the taxpayers who built the facil¬ 
ity to find a parking space. 

Mayor Barb Baguley first 
brought forward the motion, 
asking staff to look at the logis¬ 
tics of a residents only parking 
area. The report was presented 
on June 18 along with a price tag: 
$1,000 for new signage explain¬ 
ing that the lot is for Innisfil resi¬ 
dents only, and $7,680 to hire 
security and patrol the lot turn 
away non-residents. 

"I'm satisfied it's a good move 
for the residents of Innisfil," said 


Baguley. But several councillors 
were concerned about the 
increase to the budget. 

Coun. Doug Lougheed 
objected to spending nearly 
$8,000 to hire someone "to sit at 
the entrance to 71 spaces." He 
suggested that it would only take 
existing staff "5 minutes to see 
who doesn't and who has a resi¬ 
dent's tag," parked in the lot. 

Mel Milanovic, superintend¬ 
ent of parks and facilities, 
pointed out that the department 
has only three staff in the park 
on a weekend who may be deal¬ 
ing with 3,000 visitors per day. 

"They're limited in the duties 
they can do," he told council. 
"They find it very difficult to go 
around and check parking tags." 

Director of legal services Jason 
Reynar also pointed out that the 
municipality has only two by-law 
enforcement officers on week¬ 
ends for the entire municipality. 
They carry out a sweep of the 
park two times a day. 

And since the designation of 
the lot for residents only repre¬ 
sents a change in the rules, it was 
suggested that it would be advis¬ 
able to have someone in author¬ 


ity on hand to explain the new 
situation to visitors, instead of 
towing the vehicles of visiting 
families. 

Lougheed was still opposed. 
"We don't put guards out at any 
other area that is problematic," 
he said. "I think the signs are 
going to be good enough." 

Coun. Richard Simpson was 
also opposed. 

"Obviously there are some 
issues," he said, noting that it is 
not only the cost of signage and 
supervision, but lost revenues 
which could bring the total cost 
to $34,000. "I can't support this." 

In a recorded vote, council 
voted 6 to 2 in favour of estab¬ 
lishing the residents only lot, and 
paying the money for signage 
and a security guard. 

The residents only parking lot 
will be up and running by the 
June 28 long weekend, and parks 
staff are hoping that Innisfil resi¬ 
dents will take advantage of the 
71 spaces now exclusively set 
aside for them. 

Residents are still free to park 
elsewhere in the park, if spaces 
are free. 


Cookstown construction is 
going to mean noisy nights

It could be noisy in the Cook¬ 
stown area over the next two 
years. 

The Ministry of Transporta¬ 
tion has asked for, and received, 
permission for an exemption to 
the Town of Innisfil's noise by¬ 
law in order to carry out con¬ 


struction on Highway 89, Queen 
Street and Church Street during 
the overnight period. 

From Monday to Friday, MTO 
will be permitted to work on the 
roads from 8 p.m. to 7 a.m. (next 
day). 

The goal is to minimize traffic 
disruption on the busy roadway, 
and to speed the pace of con¬ 
struction. Now MTO has also 


been granted permission to 
carry out the replacement of the 
Innisfil Creek (Glass's) Bridge, 
located on Highway 89 just west 
of 5 Sideroad, overnight. 

Work on Glass's Bridge is 
expected to begin May 1, 2015, 
and continue to November 30, 
2016. The noise exemption does 
not apply to Statutory and Civic 
Holiday weekends.

Hall is also looking for "Barn Buddies" - farmers, 
and those with barns or shed on their properties, 
who want a feral cat or two to control vermin, like 
mice and rats, but don't want the possibility of new 
litters of kittens. All of the cats available for the pro¬ 
gram have been spayed or neutered. 

But there is a more immediate need, for foster 
homes for the many kittens rescued from the wild. 
The kittens are being fostered through organiza¬ 
tions like Feline Fix. What is needed are foster 
homes for pregnant females, a 3 to 4 month com¬ 


mitment; and for kittens until they are 8 to 10 
weeks old. 

The requirements? A spare room or space, 
where the kittens can stay; a cozy bed, a bowl of 
fresh water, food, and a clean litter pan - plus toys, 
and a scratching post or pad can be all it takes. For

"We're really happy to be doing something about 
the issue," says Durbano - especially the opportu¬ 
nity to educate the public that "spaying and neu¬ 
tering is important... It's about education. It's 
about not treating cats as second-class pets."

(NC) Many more of us are rolling 
up our sleeves these days to tackle 
home improvement projects, thanks 
to the growing popularity of televi¬ 
sion shows, blogs, and Pinterest. 

Did you know, however, that rou¬ 
tine renovations could damage natu¬ 
ral gas pipes and cause a leak? Before 
placing power tools on the wall or 
shovels in the ground, there are some 
important safety considerations that 
should be built into your home reno¬ 
vation plan. 

If you have a natural gas range, fire¬ 
place, dryer or barbecue, you will have 
natural gas pipes running throughout 
your house, according to Enbridge 
Gas Distribution. It's important to 
locate these pipes before beginning 
any work as you could easily damage 
them (even during the most routine 
renovations) and cause a gas leak. 

A licensed heating, ventilation and 
air conditioning (HVAC) contrac¬ 
tor should identify all hidden pip¬ 


ing before you begin your project. If 
natural gas pipelines must be moved, 
this work must be conducted by an 
HVAC contractor - this should never 
be attempted on your own. 

Natural gas pipes, lines and cables 
are also buried underground outside 
your home. Any outdoor projects like 
building a deck, installing a fence or 
planting a tree requires calling before 
you dig. 

Digging in the wrong spot could 
cause serious damage, injury or 
death. You might also cut off serv¬ 
ice to the entire neighbourhood or 
receive a costly fine. To find out where 
it's safe to dig, call Ontario One Call 
at 1-800-400-2255 at least five days 
before starting your project. This free 
underground utility locating service 
is available 24 hours a day, seven days 
a week. 

While renovating, keep in mind 
that your natural gas appliances need 
room to breathe. If you're adding par¬ 


titions or walls near your furnace, 
water heater or other natural gas 
appliances, ensure that they have an 
adequate air supply. An HVAC con¬ 
tractor can help you evaluate the sit¬ 
uation and provide expert advice on 
how to safely execute your plan. 

Installing insulation, using solvents 
or chemical strippers, and sanding 
and refinishing may release dust, fly¬ 
ing particles, toxic fumes or other 
contaminants. To stay safe, make sure 
you have protective clothing, includ¬ 
ing safety goggles and masks. 

Remember, natural gas smells like 
rotten eggs. If you smell gas at any 
point during your renovation, leave 
the area and call the utility's emer¬ 
gency number from outside or from a 
neighbour's home.

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How to spend less

(NC) It happens to everyone.

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Keep energy efficiency on your house hunting radar 


(NC) If you're getting 
ready to buy a new home 
this summer, energy effi¬ 
ciency is an important ele¬ 
ment to keep in mind. 
While it may not be as a 
glamorous as planning the 
new paint colour or decor, 
energy costs should be on 
the list of items you eval¬ 
uate at any potential new 
property. 

You may think the only 
utility consideration is 
providing advance notice

At the turn of a tap, the water gushes out: a 
mechanized system of delivery that is so far 
removed from the streams, rivers and lakes 
that it is easy to forget the connection, and 
the responsibility to preserve clean water for 
future generations. 

The Mother Earth Water Walk, 
'Waawaase'aagaming', is all about restoring 
that connection, and remembering that 
responsibility. 

In 2003, Grandmother Josephine Man- 
damin of Three Fires Lodge of the 
Midewewin Society, Anishinaabe Nation, first 
began walking for the water by carrying a 
copper kettle filled with water, accompanied 
by an eagle staff, and saying prayers along the 
way. The kettle of water represents life; the 
eagle staff, the connection to the Creator: a 
reminder that without water, there is no life. 


Mandamin, a member of the Fish Clan, 
explains that women have a responsibility to 
preserve the water, because women are care¬ 
givers, and give birth. "We are all water. We 
are born of water. We are all water people. We 
are all water carriers. We carry water within 
us," she says. "We have a duty to care for the 
water." 

Since 2003, she has walked over 17,000 km. 
and was the inspiration for Becky Big Canoe 
to organize the Waawaase'aagaming Water 
Walk this year. Waawaase'aagaming is the 
First Nations name for Lake Simcoe. 

"We wish to raise awareness of the vulnera¬ 
bility of the lakes to the increasing pressures 
put on them," says Becky - the sewage efflu¬ 
ent, pollution, stormwater runoff, invasive 
species, waste dumped by boaters and ice 
anglers, hazardous material spills.

men started walking on June 23, on Georgina 
Island. Walking in relays of two, they expect 
to complete the circuit around Lakes Simcoe 
and Couchiching by July 2, finishing up in 
Virginia Beach. 

"It's a great thing that my sister started," 
says Deanna, remembering that as a child, 
Lake Simcoe was so clear and clean that she 
could drink directly out of the lake. Now, 
even this early in the season, the beach on 
Georgina Island is closed due to high levels of 
bacteria. 

The walkers need to walk at least 25 kilo¬ 
metres per day to meet their goal, in spite of 
sore feet, hot sun, and pouring rain. The walk 
was cut short on June 24, when severe 
weather and thunderstorms rolled through 
the area, but resumed the next day. 

"It's an honour and a privilege to be walk¬ 
ing for the water," says "kokum" Denise Char¬ 
bonneau, whose First Nations name trans¬ 
lates as Spirit White Bear. "For me, it's about 
saying thank you for the rain, thank you for 
those Thunderbirds that came out last night - 
because that's related to the water, thank you 
for the lake..." 

The walkers reached Innisfil on June 25, 
and were welcomed to the home of Ken and 


Andrea Simpson, where they were greeted by 
local residents, including Barbara Love and 
Marj Mossman - who have been working to 
have Lake Simcoe declared a Heritage Lake. 

"All of us have to take responsibility, to 
look after it for future generations," protect¬ 
ing what's here, says Mossman. "It's our lake." 

The Water Walkers hope that there will be 
more dialogue, as they pass through the com¬ 
munities around the lakes - a greater realiza¬ 
tion of how precious water is, and how 
important it is to preserve the lakes for future 
generations. 

"My grandmother always told me to 
respect water," says Josephine, encouraging 
people to fast, and become more mindful of 
how they use a precious resource. 

The Walk is not only spiritual, but practical; 
Becky Big Canoe is hoping to raise money to 
better equip and train local fire departments 
to respond to hazardous spills and other 
threats to the lakes. For more information see
